Some fine meadows are ruined by not 
having the grass taken off of them soon 
enough. If the grass is allowed to be- 
come dead ripe before cutting, the roots 
are exhausted in ripening the seed, and 

11 not start up the new growth, and 
the roots are left bare and exposed to the 
hot sun, and are literally burned out. 
Many meadows are thus treated every 
year and every dry fall bare and brown 
fields are common sight in farming com- 
munities. This is a great mistake in 
their treatment to maintain their produc- 
tiveness. For the good of the meadows, 
if not to secure the best hay, the grass 
should be cut before the plant growth is 
checked, and its vitality is exhausted in 
ripening the seed; then the roots will 
immediately send up a new growth to 
cover the ground and protect the roots 
from the hot sun's rays. Besides, this fall 
growth makes an excellent mulching and 
fertilizer for the land, ami if not pastured 
ofi will improve the meadow, without any 
manures.
